* A few short weeks ago the hos- 
pital staff moved bag and baggage 
from the old hospital into the 
brand-new million dollar medica 
facility on Barfield Highway— 
leaving the old building standing: 
alone and gaunt. x 

The hospital board is paying 
$10,000 a year on the òld bonds on 
yon the old hospital building and 

will continue to. do so until the 
balance of between eighty and 
ninety thousand dollars has been 
completely wiped off the bond- 
holders books. 

In the meantime it is the hope 
of all concerned—the city and the 
hospital board arid the taxpayers 
in this district — that somè way 
can be found to dispose of the old 
building, if not at a profit, ‘at a 
figure that will come close to its 
value. So; if you know anybody 
who: needs a building like the one 
we're talking about, just get in 
touch with city hall.

1,263 families re- 
ceived Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children in the amount of 
$79,275. 577 persons received $32,- 
221, in Aid to the Disabled. 

In addition. 314 children receiv- 
ed service during the month of 
September 218 of whom were in 
foster homes. The total state and 
locai cost for direct child care was 
$11,856.

Two Developers. 


JACKSONVILLE — Two `f, the 
state's pioneer developers and pro- 
moters have been named to the 
Florida- Public Relations Aseocia- 
tion’s Hall of Fame. k 

The organization's board of di- 
rectors accepted the recommenda- 
tions of its Hall of Fame Commis- 
sion which named Henry Bradley 
Plant, who built a railroad to Tam- 
pa and Barron G. Collier, who de- 
veloped what is now Collier Coun- 
ty 


Plant has been dead 66 years 
and Collier died in 1939. They be- 
came the 14th and 15th members 
of the Hall of ‘Fame, which is 
housed in the Florida State Cham- 
ber of Commerce building in Jack- 
sonville. 

Plant first came to` Florida in 
1852 and settled in Tampa the fol- 
lowing year when he was placed in 
charge of an express company. 

The pioneer transportation de- 
veloper purchased the express bus- 
iness and between 1865 and 1879 
acquired blocks of stock in 1ail- 
roads ` in ‘Florida and Georgia. 
With associates he. purchased the 
Atlantic & Gulf Railroad and cr- 


ganized the Savannah, Florida and4 
Western Railroad, In 1883, Plant | 


took control of. the Saù`h Floriana 
Railroad, completing a Tampa-'>- 
Jacksonville. line in 1884. 

Collier, at. the age of 26, had

Additional 
land purchased in Lee and Hendry 
counties’pushed his holdings to
